■I'oronlo, where he graduated from Os- 
goiiile ball, he came west. Desides tho 
busy life o|- a successful practioner ho 
I'oiiml time to indulge lils taste along 
artistic and literary lines. Ho was a 
forclfiil speaker fliid In all matters of 
an lilstronic nature he found time to 
i;.\erclse his abllltio.i^. 

His literary abilities were o£ a higll 
ordi-r. lie was the tiuthor Of a number 
of short poems, hla "Knee Deep In 
.lime" and "Raw Recruit" being effti- 
slon.s of high order. As a member of 
the Queen's Own Hlfles the late Judge 
.Velson served through tho Rlel rebel- 
lion and he was the author of the song 
sung everywhere on- the return of the 
boys, "Pork. Beans and Hardtack." A 
production from his peri which will bo 
well known to western curlers was the 
Curlers' Annual just issued by the 
Kootenay Curlers' association.

TRIEDRECIPES 

Black Bread For Dyspepsia. 

<;ei-nian puniperniekel, which Is a 
black bread of most enduring qualily. 
.says Rural New Vorker, is sonictiiiiei 
ordered In certain fm-ins of d.\spopsia. 
It is niade as follows: At ij o'cKu-U iu 
the evening scald a cup of nillk iind 
add to it a cup of \vater, two level 
tablespoonfiils lard, one-third cnp 
sugar, a. teasiioonfiil salt, and wlien 
liikowarni three eiipfuls of Hour and a 
yeast cake wliich has been dissolved 
in one-hr,lf gill of lukewarm Wiiter; 
let it rise till light— about three Iiour.s, 
then '.^tlr in a table.spoonful cara-.vay 
IU < d, and .sufHclont rye meal to make 
a dough stiff enough to knead. Let 
rise over night. In the morning lincad 
again, place In well-greased jian, 
stand In a warm place till doubled i" 
bulk. Bake an Jiour. 

Doughnuts. 
One Cup .sugar, one tablesjioon but- 
ter worked into sugar, or, melted lard, 
ono egg, one cup sour milk, one lea- 
sjioon soda, dissolved in milk, or sweet 
niilk and baking powder can be used 
though they do not keep as moist, 
grated nutmeg for '(Seasoning, roll thin, 
cut with doughnut cutter, or use bis- 
cuit cutter and a thimble to cut out 
the middle of roll about as you would 
for biscuit. Fry till a nice brown In 
boiling lard. Lard Is of the right hetu 
when a blue smoke aj-ises from the 
kettle In which you are frying tlie 
cakes. Lard must be kept at this heat 
so that the cakes wlU not soak lard 
and be too greasy. 

Peppermint Drops. 

Boll one pound of granulated sugar 
and one cupful of water without stir- 
ring until a little dropped Into cold 
water can bo rolled into a very .stiff 
ball. Take from the lire, add ten 
drop.i of essence of peppermint and 
stir slowly till the syrup beeonics 
cloudy, then drop from a spoon on 
paratlne or buttered paper.

The ordering of the Algerine to Es- 
fli'imalt is considered by navel men to 
mean that the admiralty does nnt in- 
tend to re-establish the Esqiiimalt 
naval station with an efficient cruising 
squadron, as has been reported from 
time to time- On the other hand, per- 
sistent reports are being received 
that the station will again be estab- 
lished, and color Is lent to this by the 
fact that, despite the strenuous ef- 
forts being made by the Dominion 
government to secure control of the 
naval v.ard at Esiiiiiinalt, the Admir- 
alty still retains bold.

Prosiiect of salving the steaimu' 
.Mount Temlilc. recently abandoned to 
the under\sriters, are considered 
brighter Ijv the salvage, experts who 
have \ isiled her ashore at West Iron- 
bound i.-:lan!l, .aiul reinsurance on the 
vessel lias dropiied in cdnseiiuence 
SO to 70 iier cent. Underwriters are 
naturally anxious concerning her, and 
It is satisfactory to note' that she Is 
ill a somewhat sheltered position. .\t 
any rate, it the vessel is lost there ap- 
pears to be a good prospect of salving 
the cargo, which Is valued at over 
£100,000. 

The salvage of the valuable cargo 
on board the Sunderland steamer Ha- 
zel Branch, ashore In the Straits of 
Magellan, Is proceeding in a satisfac- 
tory manner, and up to the present 
over 18,000 packages of tin- ore and 
bars, and nearly 1,000 bags of borax 
have been saved.

loaded with cosil, about 70 miles from 
Mas a Ifeura, on island off the Chilian 
coast. The report was made very 
tardily, not teaching Lloyds until four 
months after the sighting of the ves- 
sel. The burof^S vessel was soon 
about 1*0 niiiu3 distant from Valparl- 
do, and It 's hoPPiJ that some surviv- 
ors were able to reach some of the 
noighboi'liiB Isia""'-'^-

Ship -Atlas in Fatal Collision — Captni 
and Wife of I^oundered Vessel 
prowned 



The ..\iiierleaii f^liip Atlas which has 
arrived ;it Suu l''rancisco after a jias- 
sago of 275 dav.s ''''oin philad,-' l|>bia, r<>- 
porled lla.viIl^r eol||,|oii with and 
s.ank the r'anlsh ''ark Vlliinp. causing 
the drfiwiiiu:- of f'lpt. Clnsen .-iiid wife. 
The .\tlas also reinuied !nutin.\' and 
death on I'oard ''"riiiK '"-'' voyage. 

On .Tune 6, ut 6 p.m. the Atlas 
stiuck the Norwegian bark Viking, 
Capt. Clausen, bound from. Hamburg 
to Callao. Both Wore badly damaged 
by the contact, hut the bark fared 
worst. In the terror of the night 
thirteen of the crow of the Danl.-b 
lioat boarded jpe American, crawling 
over tangled sliroud.s and dangling 
booms. Hut capt. C'laiisen and his 
wife Were not »imim; iliose w!io iiiado 
the dangerous transit. U was too 
dark to render tliougli the Atlas 

stood by il'iriug (ho night. Ne:<t 
nioruinc: tlie> ^-ik'iiL,' ha'l d isrijiiiea red. 

Tile Atlas p,it into Hio do .Fanelro 
for reiialr.-', ieakhii,' badl>-. On the

lly quelled. 

Before tho co'''Slon off Cape Horn 
three of the ship's company met death. 
On May 23, J. Sf^'uiinacher and Char- 
les Nolan. Roam'"", fell from the Jlli- 
bonm and were drowned. On .luin^ U< 
.Tohn TTonk, .sall'U'ilier, 'Hed and w;is 
burled at sea. VVliei, the sliiji arrived 
at tlie Gid'leii riate the ca)it;iin'H son 
;\iid till' third ollieer v,-cre ill ami tlie 
vessel was oiYicrcd into <iuarantiiie. 

The Atlas i,.,il a cargo of coal for 
the United St.-itcs ijovernmeut. 'i'he 
vessel h,a(l lieen dav-s out from Rio 
and was overdue. Hcinsnra- .co had 
been offered at 1" lior cent. 

According to NeW York !\rari- 
tlme RnglPtor the VIklnR is a Danish 
bark of 2,541 tons. The vessel hd't 
Hamburg Augus* 23 for Callao. The 
last hoard of the ship before her col- 
lision with the Atlas waa when she 
was snolcen, Heii'emhor 8, In forty- ] 
nine degrees „ortli latitude and eight j 
degrees \vc»i lonK'tiule. ^

■Winnipeg, Dec. 27. — T)ie award of 
the board of conciliation and investi- 
gation in the nuUtcr of tho dl-sputo be- 
tween the Canadian Pacific and the 
carmen employed on western lines, has 
been received In this city. Tho award 
grants tho request of the men for a 
nine-hour day, but makes no Increase 
in tho rate of wages per hour. Tiie 
pipe-litters wid continue to susltun'.tlid 
relations which existed in t!ic Jia.st. 
'Phe agreement, in acarordance with the; 
decision of tlie board, will remain in 
cITect until .July, lUUS. The award Is 
signed by all the members of tho 
board, but It was signed as a majority 
award, and not as an unanimous one.

It is an uncommon 
book, alike in ccuisf ruction, stylo ami 
material; and yet it is full from cover 
to cover of "the little thing.-j wc care 
about." 

"And the tunes wdiich mean so much 
to you alone — 

Common lune.s that make you 
choke and lilow your nose. 
Vulgar tunes, that bring the laugh 
that brings the groan — " 

Tho reviewer cannot but quote from 
the poet of empire regarding such a 
book, for it is Instinct with tho spirit 
of which Kipling Is tho acknowledged 
master singer. It Is a handsome tri- 
bute laid upon tho altar of that truest 
form of comradeship which links men 
of our blood closer together in tho re- 
mote places of the earth than thoy 
ever are in the crowded home centres. 
It is a prose version of the famous 
song of the native-born — a prose saga 
of their wild life and strenuou.s doings 
In tho least freciuented jiarts of llie 
great commonwealth of the south — an<l 
It should help home-slaying readers 
more than a dOKon ordinary novels of 
adventure, to grasp the .Inner moan- 
ing of Imperial fellowship,

keved down to the dun-colored routine 
of "life in civilization's great centres;

in tho pent streets of cities; .he is 
strenuous, aggressive, and even, as be- 
comes the man who fights hla way Into 
unknown lands whore savage man and 
savage nature combine to block his 
path, inclined to pitcli hl.s voice loudly, 
to put his best foot foremost, and to 
assert himself slnmgly. The reader 
would be W(dl .idvised to remember 
That if tile author had not possessed 
tlicse characterl.slics, it would have 
been cinite impos.sible for him to liave 
li.ed through the stirring episodes of 
whicii this delightful book forms the 
record.

'I'lie 
farnier;5 no cloubt appreciated the rub- 
hish because It formed a good fertil- 
izer for their land. Mr. C. Whltwell, 
■ writing in the A\'ori<i's Work, points 
out that recent developments in con- 
. iieotlon with this question have result- 
ed In the evolution of a satisfactory 
y method by which a modifled return Is 
:iinade to the former method of utilizing

TIMBER RESeVATION 
LARGELY APPjVED 

Opinions Expressed ori tlie 
Subject Among IVlainl'and 
Operators 



Vancouver, Dec. 27, — The action o£ 
the provipcial government In placing 
under reservation for an lnd,etinito 
period all crown timber lands, came 
as a great surprise to the genertU 
public and also to the roajorlty of 
timber men. Because of street ru- 
mors last week to the effect that the 
government was considering the ques- 
tian of reserving these lands, and that 
such action had been advocated by 
tile delegation of men interested in 
timber which waited on the govem- 
lueiit, there lb a belief that the reserve 
did not surprise all timber men. 

T'..M subject of the reserve was one 
of general discussion among Limlior 
owners and brokers today, and the 
consensus of opinion was that the 
move was a wise one and in the in- 
terests of the people. Whether this 
general belief is not fostered by more 
or less selfish motives is a (luestion 
not iiiiieli (.liscusscd becausu of tlie 
unanimity of apjiroval of the goveru- 
iueut's action. 

Tliere i.s sonic anxiety in tlio minds 
of those who have staked timber lim- 
its and are now advertising tliem 
lieiiding application to the Chief Com- 
missiuiier of Lands and Worlcs for 
licenses. Tlie ciucstlon has been, rais- 
ed wliether the reserve will cover 
those lands now being advertised. It 
is the general opinion that all trans- 
actiiins looking to tlie aciiuisition of 
tiuiber wliieh were undertaken .jrior 
to laut .Monday will be recognized as 
legal by the government. , 

fJr. Judson F. Clark, general secre- 
tary of the B. C. Timber & Forreatry 
Ctuunber of Commerce, in speaking 
of the placing of the reserve and Its 
effect on tho movement for the ex- 
tension of the life of the licenses said 
today: 

"The position of the tlmbermen re- 
garding the two petitions prayers Is 
not affected by the reservation which 
sirapjy prevents the aggravation of 
an impossible situation whlcQ is tlie 
economic lumbering of the timber al- 
ready under license within twenty-ono 
years. This reservation disposes of 
two objections which have been made 
to the titne extension. The first of 
these was on the score of monopoly, 
and tho .second excessive location un- 
der a forty-two-year renewal period 
this latteT was not serious as the mer- 
chantable timber is already largely 
under license. This area now under 
license will bo between seven and 
eight million acres. There Is possibly 
one hundred billion feet under license 
about oiie-iialf of which , will bo inar- 
ketablo under forced logging as re- 
quired by the twenty-oiie-ycar limit 
of renewal,'

He was a mem- 
ber of both the Commercial Tele- 
grapher's union and the Order of Rail- 
way Telegnuiliers.

though his mode of life was tiiat of a 
tramp. He told .tli(> neckl'ords tluit 
at one tliiio lie was a stinlont of 'I'riiiity 
college, Oxford,, and w;is a nn-iiiber of 
the college choir. King IMward of 
Mngland w.as a student there at the 
same time, I'owell said, and \yas fre- 
quently in the andl('nce.s which atten- 
ded tlie choral inasiiuc.

It shou'iii bo noted, In Ihe 
tir.st Instance, that lie draws a Mliari) 
distinction lietween tlic Japanese wli.j 
iiave proceeded to the United .States 
under the restrictive cinigratlon reg- 
ulations o,f the Japanese govcriinieiit 
and those who, with less supervision, 
have gone to Alexlco or crossed thence 
Into Texas. With regard to tho 
lirst class, he tells ua that he found 
the Japanese in California and the 
oilier states to be of comparatively 
good class, and living under favorable 
coPdltimis. Tlieir standnrd of living, 
be considers, is certainly much super- 
ior to that of the Italian iinnilKranls, 
many of wlioin jiraetically Il\'e on 
bread and water. The Japanese wear 
foreign clothe.-;, send their children to 
school, and. In fact, lead a "high eol 
lur" life. The assertions that they ar 
unable to conform to the American 
standards of civilisation are, :\Ir 
isliii stales, oiuirtdy witliout toumla 
tion, and there is iiolliiiig in their 
general eoiulitioii to justify their 
clui-ion. In this connection, Mr. isliii 
points out that it is not only Japa 
nese Immigrants wlio iiave incurred 
tho iH-will o£ the trade unions of 
Sun li'rancisco, Seattle and other clt 
ics. The unions' desire Is to shut out 
all immigrants as far as possible in 
order to get tho labor market entirely 
into tlieir own hands, and the results 
of tlieir tactics can be judged from 
tlio fact tliut the wages of a I'.-irpenler 
have rl.seii to $10 per day. Tlie .satis- 
I'actor.v character and standing of the 
.lapanese pojiulation is attributed by 
.Mr. Isliii to tlio strict supervision of 
emigrants to tlie states which i.s ex- 
ercised by the Tokio foreign deparl- 
nicnt. lie expected, he said, tliat tlio 
Japanese in .America would criticise 
the Toklo tiutlioritios for being too 
.severe in this respect, but he fouiul, 
on the contrary, that they lilglily ap- 
preciated tlie care taken by the for- 
ei.gn deiiartnieiit, holding that this wa.s 
mainly respoiisibb: for tlieir good 
s.'.atus in America. 

On tlie other band. Mr. Isbii ad::;;!:; 
lliat in .Alexleo and Texas less satis- 
factory ■ conditions prevail. 'I'lie Jai);i- 
nese tliere are of a lower tyiie. and 
• iwing to tlic unfortunate fact that 
some of them lia\-e .appeared in the 
streets wearing iioiliing but a sliirt or 
liave been seen batiiiiig in water- 
troughs Intended for horses and cattle, 
there is a tendency to rank -them even 
lower than the negroes. Mr. Isliii, 
therefore, holds that It Is 'of great Im- 
portance that a careful examination 
of ail emigrants shall be strictly en- 
forced. He also acknowledges that the 
number of JupaneL'o entering tho 
United States from Mexico and Can- 
luia has been rather increasing lately, 
and that tliero i.s need for the Japa- 
nese government to endeavor to put a 
clu'ck on Ibis practice. With regard 
to the general course to be jiursued by 
the .lapanese authorities, .\lr. islili 
considers that great caution must bo 
exercised to avoid any action which j 
may exert an unfavorable inHuenee on 
the negotiations for a revision of the 
treaty wlien the time eoiiies for ihei 
reiKHval of tlie latter, four >ears lietic.-. 
in tlic meantinie the provisions of tbe 
exi.s'ing treat.v must be strictly ;id- 
liered to. 

it is regrettable to le;irn that .Mr. 
Isliii found ground to believe that the 
reil;less anti- Japanese campaign car- 
ried on by some of the American 
newspapers is beginning to unfuvora- 
bl.v influence the attitude of public 
opinion in the United States toward 
iliu Japanese, Not a few people udio 
were formerly friendly to the Jujia- 
noso are now, he says, changing tlieir 
tone, and many well-informed .Ameri- 
eaiis cxpresiied to him their regret tit 
Ihi.s statu of alValrs. On the whole, 
-Mr. ishli's statements lea\e the im- 
pression tliat lie takes a sober x ie'W 
of tbe (luestions at issue, and i.s likel.v 
to eonlirni the foreign department in 
its ilcsiro to meet tlie legitimate wish- 
es of the United States and Canada In 
so far as in eonipatiljlc witb Japaii'.s 
iiLLlional self-respect.

Woriduiful Balances for W«igliing 
Gold and Silver—Defunct 
Circulation, 

Weekly .shlmnents of gold from thl's 
money establishment to the United 
States makes the famous Bank of 
J'ligliiMd a place of decided interest 
during our money liuiiger. One of the 
tirst objects to attract tittentlon upon 
entering the building is llie bullion of- 
tiee, where all the gold and silver that 
enters the liank or leaves it jiasses 
tliroLigli to lie checked. Oa the riglil 
i.s the gold; on tlie left the sliver. 

The prominent feature 
romii Is the "grand balance 
construeteil by the .Messrs. Napier. 
Tills inarvelious instrument is a pon- 
derous and peculiarly bnlit wcigliing 
iiiaeliine, sttindiiii;- nearly seven feet 
high, anil weighing .-ilioiit two tons, 
'i'he whole is under a huge glass case, 
access being gained tlien-to bv a slid- 
ing piiiiel. The seal.' is worked Ify 
liydraulie power, and is the most s('ii- 
Sfltivo weighing be.lanre in existeni-e. 

On each side I lie scales are titled 
with weights amenntiiig to luO ounces. 
Tile gold Is made up in lOO-ounce 
bars and the difference of one om-- 
thousandth pan of an ounce can be 
detected. By a manipulation of tlie 
machine as tiny a thing as a postage 
^tamp can bo welghoil, for, on the 
same being placed upon the scale, tlie 
index will Jump a distance of no less 
than six Inches. It Is about the only 
balance of its kind In the world, and 
cost about $10,000. 

Balances Have Names. 
The silver balance Is not as accur- 
ate, and liie two are rc'spectivel v 
christened "The I.ord Chief .iustice," 
and "The Lord Higli Clianeellor." .'.n 
;i:iot!iPr room are several niaidiines 
for woigiiliig .sovereigns and lialf-sov- 
erelgns. lia.ch niiichlne consists cd' a 
complicated system of counter-weights 
and It is not. unlike a sewing machine 
as to its lower half, the wliolo being 
completely inclosed In glass. A 'ong 
feeder, like a tube cut In. half down its 
length and ni.ide of brass. Is set at an 
angle of degrei^.-!, and is lilled with 
a long roll of sovereigns. These turn 
as Ihey slip down onto a circular 
?iiov.able plate slightly larger than a 
sovereign, if tho coin Is of the right 
weight It slips down a inetal tube int.) 
a till taclow. Should It, however, 
provo to bo ligiiter tliaii the standard, 
the delicate machine turns to the left 
iiiid condemns it. I'liese machines 
weigh coins at tlie rate of liG per iiilii- 
tite, and a day's weighing of tho bank 
amounts to aljout $600,000. 

Defunct "CircQlation. 
Another Interestfng ,' feature Is to be 
found in the vaults containing tho de- 
funct paper clrculatidu ot the btmk. 
Some idea can bo gained of the-quan- 
lity wlion We say tliat there are ov<(r

-V Japanese niilltary officer who has 
been in charge at tlie work of supiiri's- 
slng Insurrection in Korea in an inter- 
view published by the Seoul Press, ac- 
cordhig to advices by tlie Tiiiigo Alarii, 
•v/hlcli arrived yesterday iiioriiing, 
made the following Htalemeut regard- 
ing the troubles in the interior of 
Korea: "Tlio insurgents are now ap- 
pareiitl.N- convinced. Of thoinexpedlency 
of fighting witWtho Japanese; They 
are avoiding' as tfar' aB iiosslblo coiil- 
sions with Japanese troops, and when 
they are compelled to engage In one 
thoy take care to keep out of lie- 
range of rifle shots and do not dai-e 
fire unless from a distance of at least 
1.000 metres. If wi' advance iliey scat- 
ter in all directlims, so lli;il !l Is iui- 
possiblo to go ill pursuit of them, so 
We di.'Vote our whole energy to the 
search for insurgents in the ni'igbbor- 
liood. Taking advanlage of this the 
liisurgeiu.s assemble In anotlier purl, 
and again cause Iroulile. The lucky 
cases ill which we h.-ive overtaken tlio 
insurgents ami inflicted heavy loss on 
tliein have ocr-urj'cd only in thick fcigs 
or when Uu-y wvvf by chance In utter 
Ignorance of the disposition of our de- 
taelinients. 

'On the whole, the riotous biinils are 
well Informed of the dlsjiosition of the 
,inpani'se, and it is only by mere 
(duince that our military detachments 
eaii come iiji to them to give efficient 
; Hack. Under these circumstances it 
vvill not be very ea.sy to restore order 
t luvHigiiout the country. To make mat- 
ters worse, tho Insurgents have of late 
taken to setting fire to the dwellings 
of peaceable people, and this, accord- 
ing to various reports, they undertalte 
principally with the object of forcing 
the poor homeless people to Join their 
ranks. 

"As for the country lieojjle, they are 
very favorably disposed toward our 
Army and are wishful to help us. The 
first question they ask ot our dctaeh- 
mcnts on their arrival is, liow long we 
are going to stay in the town or vil- 
lage, as the case may lie, and if we 
repl>- that we shall stay I'm- som(> lime 
they are liappy and offer ever>- f;i(dlity 
in tludr power. in case our stay is 
s.iort they are prudent enough to dis- 
|)ense witii any showy welcome for 
fear of incurring tbe displea.sure of the 
Insurgoius, who are in no wise reluc- 
tant to avenge themseves in a very 
cruel manner for the welcome we re- 
ceive."
